With  a 12%  increase  in  homelessness  across  LA  County  reported  earlier  this 
year,  combined  with  Skid  Row  being  commonly-known  for  decades  as  "the 
homeless  capitol  of  America",  Skid  Row  residents  are  FED  UP  and  are  taking 
things  into  their  own  hands  by  holding  a political  meeting  to  discuss  the 
creation  of  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  Instead  of  waiting  for  others  to 
"end  homelessness"  (where  there  has  been  little  more  than  on-going 
discussions  followed  by  slow-developing  actions),  the  Skid  Row  residents  and 
community  stakeholders  are  taking  things  into  their  own  hands.
